toa decision on it, in public meeting. 
Some of our correspondents have offered 
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their guidance to the community ; but 
on the main points there is very little 
difference of opinion. Everybody knows 
tho convenience which the Local Post 
Office has been, and we are all naturally 
averse to promising to give up a ser- 
viceable institution before we know 
that it will be replaced by a better. 
The Postal Commissioner has failed as 
yet to show us that the proposed 
Custom Service will be more efficient 
than that supplied by the present 
machinery, and therefore those hesitate 
who on general grounds favour the 
change, while those who are opposed to 
it are tho more encouraged. Wo have 
alveady stated what is the information 
on the proposed transfer which we 
think the Chinese Government or the 
Customs Service should give, and the 
guarantees on certain points which 
should be obtained, and we shall not go 
over the ground again. Bat we may 
remark that it is useless to suppose 
that the opinions of this community 
will be in the slightest degree affected 
by the proposed scheme having received 
the support of the Post-master of Hong- 
kong or the Japanese Government, both 
of whom only consider their own in- 
terests in the matter, and desire to save 
some of the expense which they say 
they incur under the present arrange- 
ment. 

‘The first objection which the Cham- 
ber of Commerce takes to the proposed 
change is that the surrender of the 
Local Post Office should not precede 
the establishment of a National Post 
Office, but should follow on its com- 
pletion. This objection is of greater 
apparent than real weight, and bas 
arisen maiuly from the manner in which 
the proposed scheme has been pre- 
sented to the public. The cart has 
heen pat before the horse, it may bo 
from the way of reversing things and 
methods which is so babittal to the 
Chinese. Very probably the Commis- 
siouer supposed that a scheme, which in 
its entirety has so much to recommend 
it to progressive Western people, who 
have been so industrious in spreading 
light on the semi-darkness of the 
Chinese, would be at once accepted, 
and with scarcely any demur to its 
provisions, even when these affected our 
interests. We have seen the same mis- 
take committed before by the Chinese, 
notably when they took it for granted 
that foreign bankers would not require 
from them the usual formal arranges 
ments in the making of loans, or exact 
complete and marketable security for 
the money advanced. The Chinese Goy- 
ernmont was then taught its mistake, 
and has since conformed to the usages 
of the money-lending world, and we 
think it is going to learn the mistake 
it has made in presenting its proposals 


for the absorption of our little Local 
Post into a service that is not yet 
more than an embryo. For the letter 
of the Postal Commissioner to the 
Municipal Council, of the 16th ultimo, 
is as indefinite as such a communi. 
cation well conld be, and has not 
been supplemented in any way; it 
es not say a word about China 
joinivg the Postal Union, or of tho 
manner in which it is proposed to 
carry tke coast mails, should China 
enter the Union—these being the points 
in the scheme of a National Post 
Office in which men of business in China 
ave chiefly interested. A great deal 
of distrust prevails in the community as 
to what the Chinese Government might 
do ou these very important matters, 
if it obtained control of the mail 
services, and it seems probable that the 
pablic are likely to decide upon them 
at the meeting on Tuesday noxt without 
that information which the Customs 
should bave afforded. 

The community is thereby placed in 
‘a position that may easily be made to 
appear invidious. ‘The proposal to 
form a National Postal Service is so 
consonant to Western ideas of the duty 
ofaGovernment, and appears so progres- 
sive, that—apart from special considera- 
tions arising from matters which we 
need not specify, but which are in every- 
body’s mouth—we canuot conceive 
foreigners objecting to it, but on the 
contrary we should expect it to be 
universally welcomed by them. But a 
vote on Tuesday adverse to the pro- 
posal of the Postal Commissioner to 
the Municipal Council may be repre- 
sonted as eolely produced by the selfish 
regard of foreigners for their own in- 
terests. That would be unfair; but it 
would not require much ingenuity to 
place such a vote in such a light, al- 
though really the fault will lie with the 
Chinese, We shall regret a decision of 
the community which wonld seem to put 
foreigners in opposition to what would 
be a beneficial reform in China, and 
there is a danger of this being the 
result. Much is said of the impos- 
sibility of abolishing the present private 
postal agencies, and of the distarb- 
ances which followed attempts in that 
direction in other places, The same 
thing was said when telegraphs were 
proposed, yet who ever hears now-a- 
days of a pole or a wire being injured 
by the people. Tho introduction of the 
telegraph and the adoption of steam 
transport have within the last few years 
made many things possible to the Gov- 
ernment which were formerly beyond 
its power. Tho Central Government is 
many times stronger against the pro- 
vinces, even the most remote, than it 











was before the dispute with Russia, 
and it has become so solely from adopt- 





ing Western improvements. The estab- 
lishment of a national Postal Service 
would still farther strengthen the 
Government of the country and pro- 
mote the interests of the people, as 
similar systems have done in every 
other part of the world. Nationalizing 
the service would farther tend to 
strengthen the Central Government, 
and everything that does that deserves 
tho support of foreigners. It would 
prepare the way for the introduction 
of railways, We sincerely trast that 
the community will fairly consider 
the schemeonits merits before the public 
meeting on Tuesday; and, although 
the time is short, the Postal Commis- 
sioner might employ it in furnishing 
something more in the way of informa- 
tion, than is given in the fow lines in 
his letter to the Council,

‘CONSULAR REFORTS 1835—1.

Reports for China in 1885 has just 
reached us, and as several of these are

“Notes on Chinese Literature” that 
Wie Ming Dynssty published its Iu- 
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stitutes in 1509; they extended to 180 
books, which were further supplemented 
in 1529 and 1576, “In 1694 work 
similar to the above, was compiled for 
the present dynasty, which was revised 
and angmented in 1727 and again 
revised by Imperial Order in 1771, 
being published in 100 books, under 
the title K'in ting Ta Ts'ing Hwuy Teen.” 
Another section was published contem- 
porancously in 180 books, gi 
detail of the modifications which bad 
taken place in the various departments 
of Stale.” The latest edition, that of 
1818 already referred to, was pub- 
lished “in 80 books with an 
panying section of plates in 132 books, 
the previous editions having bad the 
plates attached to the text throughout.” 
A.lill larger portion was published at 
the same time in 920 booke, “o 
historical summary of the events that 
lave taken place under the respective 
government offices since the commence. 
ment of the dyuasty.” As Mr. Wylie 
observes, “ Altogether, this unique col- 
1 presents such a body of official 
ce, as must render it a valuable 
treasure to the practical politician.” If 
the historical events “that have since 
taken place under the respective gor- 
ernment offices” bear any proportion to 
those which were recorded between the 
rise of the dynasty aud 1818, a period

In hia preface to the “ Chinese Gov. 
ernment” Mr. Mayers remarks “The 
materials. . have been drawn from 
the immense stores of information 
offered by the Ta Ts'ing Hwei Tien, or 
Collected Institutes of the dynasty now 
occupying the throueof China, Iu the 
successive categories of ordinances 
and supplementary enactments which 














constitute this enormous work, oo. 
cupying when bound in European 
fashion, no less than seventy-six 


volumes of folio size, every detail 
of the Chinese poli ticipated and 
prescribed for, The regulations they 
set forth, extending in date from the 
middle of the seven to the first 
decades of the present century, form 
in reality @ code of law by which every 
act of the imperial government, from 
the daily movements of the sovereign 
to jouduct of the lowest official 
fanotionary, is strictly bound to be 
guided. The student to whom thi 
repertory is accessible will bi 
little difficulty in recog: 
that the fonudations of 
State repose upon an il-pei 
ficialiem, 8 bareanoracy trained through 
the national system of education to 
apply the maxims of government enun- 
ciated ceuturies before the dawn of the 
n era, aud impelled by motives 
of self interest to reject the introduction 
of all principles at variance with these 
venerable dogmas. Au appreciation of 
thia condition of affairs may possibly 





































tend to correct the too sanguine views 
which have been entertained of a speedy 
entrauce of the Chinese, as a govern. 
ment aud people, upon the path of 
European progress.” These words 
were wrilten in 1877 and the dismal 
prophecy of the concluding para. 
graph has, tosome extentat  lenst, 
been belied by events, The Chinese 
have, from a practical point of view, 
made a decided “entrance upon the 
path of European progress” and have 
made a very material advance along 
that path, Railways aro still in the 
egg, but the telegraph is au appreci- 
able fact; the various arsenals do 
good work, and a navy of some strength 
as sprung, up. We are even promised 
a National Post Office. But all theaa 
things may have come into being rather 
against the wishes than with the good 
will of the aforesaid enunciators of 
antediluvian dogmas. ‘The test is at 
hand; we have ouly to await the issue 
of the Revised Inetituter, If navy 
and telegraphs, arsenals aud Tsungli 
Yamén, foreign envoys aud envoys to 
foreign Inude, Consuls at Nagasaki, 
Singapore, San Francisco and elsewhere, 
the Muritine Customs and the Inspec. 
tornte-Genoral, the Kaiping coal miner, 
and the Shanghai Mixed Court, find 
place and mention therein, well and 
good; China is in earnest and we 
may augur well of her sincerity. If 
not, if she maintains the same nffected

COLLECTING ACCOUNTS. 
A case that came before the Summary 
Tarisdiotion Court in Hongkong lust 
week brought up the old custom of 
handing receipted bills when money is 
to be collected, and leaving them -with 
the debtor to be paid at some future 
date. Mr, Frasor-Smith, the proprietor 
of the Hongkong Telegraph, sued a Mr, 
A. J. Adams for $6, for subscriptions to 
that paper, the amount covering three 
bills of $2 each, ‘I'he defendant paid 
nto Court, and produced receipted 
for tho other $4, The bills bore 
the signature of Mr. Fraser-Smith, and 
of a clerk called A-kit, aud Mr, Adams 
stated that he bad taken them ns re« 
ceipts from a certain Downey, and bnd 
credited Downey with the $4. Mr. 
Fraser-Smith’s shroff said that be had 
handed the bills for payment to Mr, 
Adams personally, and that Mr. Adams 














«| had taken them, and told bim to call 


again, and that they had never been 
paid. The defeudaut said the bills 
were properly receipted, and that that 
was sufficient evidence that they hnd 
beeu paid, and he believed that Downey 
had paid them. Mr, Fraser-Smith said 
that if they had been paid, they would 
have borue the shrofi’s signature as a 
proof of payment, Mr, Justice Russel! 
gave judgmont in favour of the plain. 
tiff, saying that “the possession of a 
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receipt, though it was evidence of pay- 
ment, was not absolute proof that 
the woney bad been paid. It did not 
always follow that because a man held 
a reosipt, the debt has been discharged 
+ +++ Ifa man has a receipted bill, it 
is made evidence that he has paid, bat 
it in evidence which cannot be 
ountradicted.” If the Judge hand been 
mere conversant with China onstom, 
he would surely have snid that the 
possession of a receipt is no evidence 
whatever that a bill has been paid. A 
imilar ena occurred in Shanghai some 
yenra ugo, when Mosers, Sayle & Co. 
sued Mr, Butler of the S, S. N. Com- 
pany, on a bill for which he held the 
receipt, Mr. Butler was confident 
that he hnd paid the bill, but could 
bring no further evidence of payment, 
and he lost his case, 

The bubit of sending out receipted 
bills for collection is a survival of the 
old days, which might now well be 
ailowed to die out, Iu the days when 
all financial traneactions were done 
through the compradore, it was con- 
venient for a tradesman or merchant 
to make out a batch of debit notes at 
fa time, receipt them, hand then to the 
compradore, aud debit him at once 
with their amount, leaving it to him to 
collect them how and when he liked. 
Firma wore generally short.hinuded, 
and much more time would have been 
wasted, and trouble given both to 
debtor and creditor, if every bill had 
to bo brought back and expressly re- 
ceipted when payment wns mnde. ‘The 
theory of ovurso was that the debtor 
would pay tho bill directly it wns handed 
him; and aa in the samo old days the 
paying a bill merely mennt writing 
uoross it “oumpradore pay,” the syatous 
worked well enough, ‘The two come 
pradores settled it betwoen them, the 
creditor was satisfied, and’ the debt- 
or heard no more about it I the 
hated period arrived when he took his 
comprndore’s account, But the days 
when every member of a house had 
‘unlimited facility of telling the com- 
pradore to pay, linve passed awny ; and 
if  dobit note is presented now-nedays, 
the debtor must have the funds handy, 
or must have special oredit with his 
own or somebody else's compradore, 
Tho ounsequenco is that it ix often in- 
convenient to pay bills that come in 
after the first few days of the month, 
and it becomes more and more usual 
to put the bill away in a pigeon-hole, 
and tell the collector to call again. Of 
course the collector ought, as a matter 
of regularity, to take the bill away 
with him if it is receipted and unpaid, 
but most foreigners resent such a sug- 
gestion as this ns an evidence of di 
trust; the shroff dues not like to press 
the point, and he goes away hopefal 
that the debtor will have funds the 
next time he calls, Mennwhile the re- 
ceipting of @ bill bas become a farce 5 
thostutement at the foot of it, “Received 
payment & Oo.” ia absolutely 
of no value whatver, nnd it is merely 
& wasto of time putting it there. 

































































People who pay throngh their com- 
pradores rely on that individual's state- 
ment that the bill is paid, not on the 
receipt at the foot, and the compradure 
points to some Chinese churacters on 
the back of the bill, which are gene- 
rally in bis own handwriting, as a 
provf that the creditor’s compradore 
ed the money. People who 
ir bills personally from their 
own oash-box, make the collecting 
shroff sign the bill; the shroff writes 
a couple of characters in an extremely 
cursive hand, which may be a remark 
‘on the weather, or the oyclic charucters 
for the year, for anything the payer of 
the bill knows; but the latter accepts 
them in good faith, and both parties 
are satisfied, until the shroff retarns 
a quarter of an hour Inter with the 
euuous Blatement that one of the 
dollars paid him was bad—thongh he 
rang them ail before he accepted them 
—and he must have another one. As 
all shroffs wre popularly supposed to 
carry about with then a supply of bad 
dollars to be palmed off on oconsions 
of this kind, the payer, auless he i« 
very fresh, will decidedly refuse the 
demand, 

It may be said that cnses such as 
those that we have taken as our text, 
ocour very rarely, aud that on the 
whole the present system worke well 
enough, Still they do occur some- 
times, nd as it is our duty in all 
things to nim at perfection, even at 
the cost of the sacrifice of abuses, the 
system should be amended, Here and 
there m trndenman doco not fallow old 
custom, ‘I'here are one or two slore- 
keepers who send thei bills out an- 
receipted, and provide the oullecti 






































pt, which he ouly impresses on the 
Bill when it is actually paid, ‘The only 
difficulty about this plan is that the 
pryer of the bill has no meaus of 





knowing that the sheoff with 
is authorised to give a legal d 
ho may bean impostor, the stamp used 
asa rule being very ensily imitated, ‘The 
best way is undoubtedly for the debtor 
to tuke his bills to his creditors him- 
self, aud pay down the hurd oash, and 
see the receipt properly affixed to the 
bill, as he would dont home. China 
customs are more and more dying out, 
and being replaced by home fashions, 
which are a trifle more irksome, bat 
more certain; and no doubt before 
long the custom of leaving reoeipted 
bills with the debtor, unpaid, for an 
indefinite period, will pass into the 
ewigkeit with so many other “olo 
custome.

AN AERIAL SOUND. 
To the Euitor of the 
Noxtu-Cuiwa Dairy News. 

Str,—May I cail your attention to a 
curiovs phenomenon occasionally uoticed 
during fine autumn weather. 

In the evening, usually between 6 and 
20 pan., on a day with a cloudless sky aud 
no brovzs, a sound may be heard in the air 
above like the murmuring of innumerable 
bees, or the sighing of the wind through 
an aerial network of neither insects, 
Jocusts, nor swarms of ble. It 
in bost heard on a bare hill side away from 
the haunts of men, aud at alate hour, It 
is uever heard when there are wind or 
clouds, 

The phonomenon is well known to the 
Chinese peasantry who call it the “ Wail 
of the rice” (‘Tao K'u), and the country 
people say it is  slgn from the Spirits that 
the time of harvest draweth nigh, or, so to 
to speak, that the rice is crying to High 
Heaven to be garnered in. 

Perhaps the learued aud accomplished

O'Neill, from Sydney, N.S.\V, arrived here 
on Tuesday, having enoouutered a terrific 
typhoon Inst week.
